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Response to Amendment 

1 . The response filed on 05/19/08 has been entered. Claims 1 and 2 remain pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the dale ol'applicaiion lor paieni in the United States. 

3. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Graber et al 
(US 5,812,769). 

Graber et al was cited by Applicant in IDS received on 04/07/05. 

As per claim 1, Graber discloses a method for advertising, comprising: contracting with a 
first affiliate web site to embed a first link to an advertisement server within content of said first 
web site (see abstract), wherein said first link is sent to a user node in response to a request for 
said content from said user node to said first affiliate web site (see fig. 1); receiving a first 
advertising request from said user node based upon said first link (col. 5, lines 55 to col. 6, line 
22) ; selecting an advertisement, based upon stored information about said user node, to send to 
said user node in response to the first advertisement request (col. 5, lines 25-54). 

As per claim 2, Graber discloses storing information associated with said first advertising 
request from said user node ; a method for advertising, comprising: contracting with a first 
affiliate web site to embed a first link to an advertisement server within content of said first web 
site (see abstract), wherein said first link is sent to a user node in response to a request for said 
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content from said user node to said first affiliate web site (see fig. 1); receiving a first advertising 
request from said user node based upon said first link (col. 5, lines 55 to col. 6, line 22) ; 
selecting an advertisement, based upon stored information about said user node, to send to said 
user node in response to the first advertisement request (col. 5, lines 25-54). 



Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant argues that Graber does not disclose "embedding a link in content provided by 
a first affiliate web site to a user such that an advertising request is received from a user based on 
the embedded link.: Contrary to Applicant's arguments, fig. 1 of Graber disclose a plurality of 
links that are embedded to the user page wherein a user can click on the links to open the ad. In 
order for the link to be embedded on the home page, there must be some kinds of affiliation to 
the web site (see fig. 1). Applicant further argues that Graber has "no advertisement request 
from a user node based on a link embedded in the web page, and no advertisement selected in 
response to receiving such an advertising request from the user node. Contrary to Applicant's 
arguments, the Examiner realizes that the user station is equaled to the user node Applicant is 
claiming and when the embedded URL appears on the user home page, the user basically clicks 
(selects) on one of the URLs to view the actual ad. The Examiner respectfully disagrees with the 
Applicant that Graber does indeed teach a user selection based on stored information about a 
user node or station as claimed. Claims 1 and 2 are finally rejected.
